Assistant to Senator Warren Magnuson (D. , Wash. ), called in connection 
with an inquiry she had from the wife of a serviceman missing in action 
in Vietnam in which reference was made to a "CIA Ground Report" con- 
cerning her husband. I told Miss Nash that I was not personally familiar 
with Agency reports by that title; that any information we would have on 
MIA's or POW's would be forwarded to the DOD component, presumably 
with which the wife has already made contact, but that in the interest of 
being helpful to the wife and the Senator we would be willing to review the 
matter and see if we can shed any light on it.

A copy of 
the analysis is being given to him with the understanding that it is strictly 
a working paper of this office which has not yet been coordinated throughout 
the Agency.

Received a call from Miss Jo Anne Glisson, 


Secretary to Representative Paul Rogers, who said that Mr. Rogers was 
awaiting a response to his request for follow-up information on a matter I 
had discussed with him in July [regarding a report alleging ChiNat involvement 
in an "arms for opium" deal in Southeast Asia], I said that in my last meeting 
with Mr. Rogers on 28 July I had assured him we would continue to look into 
this matter and report any results, but unfortunately we had been able to 
produce no solid information. I added that since our earlier conversation, 
Ambassador McConaughy had become interested in and had taken charge of 
investigation of the subject and suggested the State Department might be in the 
best position to keep Mr. Rogers informed. 

After consulting with Mr. E.ogers, Miss Glisson said he would like me to 
come to his office next week and bring a State officer. I suggested it might be 
best if Mr. Rogers himself called State Department. She asked what officer 
he should call and I said I wasn't sure who it should be, but I would try to 
find out and let her know.

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7. In the absence of Representative Herman 

Badillo, I met with his Administrative Assistant Paul Schasberg and 
explained that we understood a former Agency employee had written the 
Congressman a letter containing some extremely sensitive information, I 
said we certainly had no desire, and indeed no means, to influence the way 
the Congressman would handle such a letter, but since it did involve quite 
sensitive matters I would like an opportunity to explain to him its implications 
from a security standpoint before he took any action on it. 

Mr. Schasberg said that he knew of the alleged author of the letter 
and had been in touch with him by phone but he had never seen such a letter 
and, since he is supposed to see all mail coming into the Congressman's 
Washington office, he suggested it might have been sent to the New York 
office. In any event he said he would look into the matter and call the first 
of next week after the Congressman's return. 

Mr. Schasberg said Representative Badillo was a highly responsible 
Congressman and could be counted on to handle any security matter with 
discretion. He added that Badillo's bill restricting the Agency's paramilitary 
authority was not intended as criticism of the Agency but rather of the way 
the Agency was being used by the Administration. 

I explained we took no position on this matter, since we felt we were a 
service agency and matters of this kind would be handled on the policy level.

9. Discussed with Frank Slatinshek, Assistant 

Chief Counsel, House Armed Services Committee, a security problem 
resulting from activities of a former Agency employee. Slatinshek expressed 
surprise and concern that the individual involved was subject to no legal action.
